The construction of a trolley line 
through the Yellowstone Park is being 
a*vocated. Such a work would be free 
from many of the objections that would 
undoubtedly attach to a steam railroad.

A Boom in Copper Production. 


An enormous increase in the. pro- 
duction of copper is perhaps the most 
notable featyre in the United States 
mining returns for 1904. The advance 
amounted to close upon 115,000,000 
pounds. Of course the unprecedented 
demand ‘all the world over was-~ the 
most important factor conducing to this 
result, for thereby was induced a cor- 
responding activity in copper mining. 
A great stimulus, too, was given to im- 
provements in mining, concentrating 
and enelting, so as to make availabie 
low grade ores that hal been pre- 
viously neglected. These scientific ad- 
vances are steadily rendering the cop- 
per industry less dependent upon the 
discovery and the life of individual 
rich deposits. The exports of copper 


last year-increased by nearly 400,000,000 | hes 


pounds. This is a sign of the times that 
must not be missed, for the figures prove 
increased industrial activity in . the 
manufacturing countries that come to 
us for the raw material. The point is 
further exnphasized by a decreased 
home consumption of about 60,000,000 
pounds. 


The Patent Office Year. 


The annual report of the. Comeis- 
sioner of Patents shows over a 
thousand applications for mechanical 
patents are now received ev week at 
‘the United States Patent’ ce. Dur- 
ing the year 52,323 applications were 
received, and 30,266 patents were.grant- 
ed. This, however, was only one part 
of Uncle Sam's patent office  busi- 
ness, there being also applications for 
designs, for reissues, for trade-marks, 
for labels and for prints, representing 
with caveats received as well, many 


thousands of transactions. ‘ The. total 
receipts of the office were $1,737,334; the 
total expenditures, $1,472,467; and the 


surplus of receipts over expenditures, 
being the profit turned into the treas- 
ury, amounted to $264,667. When we 
remember that patent attorneys are 
employed in connection with most of 
this work, an idea will be had of the 
vast sums spent yearly by Americans 
of an tnventive turn of mind, or rather 
by the capitalists and big industrial 
corporations who stand behind the dis- 
céverers of new things.

TO BUILD BOTH WAYS. 

Now that con«truction of the Pan- 
American Railwuy is about to be 
pushed to a te:imination, the presenc 
visit of Vice-President and General 
Manager J. M. Neeland, who arrived 
Wednesday, is significant. He has just 
come from a six weeks’ trip to the 
United States and proposes to arrange 
with the Mexican government to begin 
the construction of his line from the 
Guatemala border north so as to be 
working in two directions simulta- 
neously. The work from the southern 
end will probably begin where the 
Guatemala Central ends at the com- 
mon frontier, and the two construction 
corps will join at Mapastepec in the 
State of Chiapas. Mr. Neeland is build- 
ing his road faster than any railroaa 
yet built in this country, at the rate 
of one kilometer per day, and expects 
to cémplete the road and make the con- 
nection between Mexico and Guatemala 
within eighteen months. The completion 
of this 400 kilometer road will give 
Mexico a big impetus. At present, ai- 
though in proportion tw _ territory. 
Mexico ranks first in railroad construc- 
tion in Latin America, in number of 
xilomieters constrvcted it ranks secona. 
The Argentine Republic has 18,600 kilo- 
meters, while Gen. Diaz in hig semi-

About $13,000 has been 
expended in providing a home for the 
Mexican branch of which Vice-Pres- 
ident Ramon Corral is president, and 
which now has a membership of 330. 
OTHER GOOD WORK. 


Another good institution in Mexico 
is the Woman's Exchange. It has 
been organized in this city for three 
years and during that time has dis- 
tributed about $36,000 among those 
who sent their work to be sold. . This 
has helped many poor women who 
otherwise would have suffered. 

The Florence Crittenton Home, one 
of the characteric charities of the 
English-speaking colony, in this city, 
has now over seventy inmates. It is 
located at Rinconado de Santa Cata- 
rina No. 2. It was organized in 1903 
through the disinterested efforts of 
Mrs. Ignacio Sepulveda. This wom- 
an's work is to help the Innocent, and 
grander work no woman can plan or 
do. Even the kindergarten in this 
institution is a revelation. It is sup- 


ported by voluntary contributions, and. 


was recently enriched in the sum of 
$5000 by two benefit performances of 
“The Charity Ball,” a play given in 
favor of the institution by Miss Beryl 
Hope of Los Angeles. This actress en- 
tered heart and soul into the arrange- 
ment and the result was a financial 
social, and professjonal-success, It 
was the first time that an American 
play written, staged and performed 
by Americans, was given in Mexico, 
and as a result this winter the colony 
will probably have a series of Amer- 
jean plays.

In a word, Perfiin has gathered from 
hill and valley the exact sol] that 
‘covers productive land in this and 
the other Southérn counties, and is 
taking it back in its natura) ‘state. 

Some of his soil runs to a clay color, 
some is almost pure sand, and some is 
adobe, with all the intervening class- 
ifieations and shades. Altogether, 
Perfiin ha® more than 200 soil-speci- 
mens, carefully labeled with locality 
and the available products which may 
be raised on stch a surface. 

Then, as an auxiliary exhibit, Perf- 


lin has his maps and photographe, 
and when he is' established in his of- 
fices in New York City the whole col-

lection will be carefully arranged in 
an exhibit room. 

During the past twelve months— 
which covers the time he has spent 
in Southern California—the investi- 
gator has made careful experiments, 
and has gathered data in all places 
possible concerning the growing of 
fruit, vegetables and grain. 

He believes that many of the farm 
failures in Southern California are 
caused not by the non-fertility of the 
land, but by absolute tack of know]- 
edge as to what may be planted in 
‘certain soils. All of Perfilin's speci- 
mens ere accompanied by detailed data 
of growing experiments, so that a well- 
meaning farmer may find out the dif- 
férence between vegetable and wheat 
land, and between the growing of a

Perfilin’ is -a member of the New 
York firm of Perflin, Benton & Co. 
Both are young men, and before go- 
ing into the realty business both Were 
manufacturing chemists. In the lab- 
oratory Perfiin first gained his knowl- 
edge of the chemical nature of soils, 
and the importance of some- such 
knowledge to orchardists and agricul- 
turists. 

In his own words: “It is just as un- 
availing to plant literary ambition in 
a mathematician as it is to plant one 
sert of seed on land meant to grow 
another. When real estate men use 
their brains instead of their tongues— 
exclusively—there will be more and 
better sales in farming land. Agri-

should keep moving in equal pros- 
perity with resorts, city property and 
land for homes. If a man wants to 
come out here and grow celery, he 
wants to know where the celery land 
is.

AND TARIFF 
REVISION, | 

The Republicans of the Old Bay State 
have held their State convention and 
have nominated a full ticket, headed 
by Curtis Guild, Jr., for Governor. The 
ticket is a good one, as political nomi- 
nations go, and under ordinary circum- 
stances it would be almost certain to 
win a decisive victory. But the cir- 
cumstarices under which the campaign 
is to be conducted are not quite of the 
ordinary kind. | 

In its principal declarations the plat- 
form is such as can be indorsed with- 
out hesitation by Republicans in all 
sections of the country. It congratu- 
lates the President upon his over- 
whelming triumph at the polls at the 
last election, commends him for the 
important part which he played in the 
peace negotiations between Japan and 
Russia, and indorses his “fearless en- 
forcement of laws enacted to prevent 
great corporations from. oppressing the 
people by unjust discrimination or by 
the destruction of lawful competition.” 
On the subject of the tariff, the plat- 
form reads as follows: : 

“We believe that the policy of pro- 
‘tection to American labor and Ameri- 
can industry should be maintained. 
The Republican party of Massachu- 
setts reaffirms its devotion to the prin- 
ciple of protection, and is opposed to 
tariff changes tending to depress or de- 
stroy any of our industries or to lower 
the wages of American labor. But we 
recognize the fact, as declared by the 
National Republican Convention at 
Chicago, that rates should be oha 
when conditions have so changed that 
the public interest demands the alter- 
ation of schedules. 

“The times at which revison of the 
tariff should be undertaken must be de- 
termined by the representatives of the 
party from all.parts of our country. 
We approve the position taken by our 
Senators and Representatives at the 
last session of Congress in favor of 
present action, and we urge that they 
should continue to press upon their 
party associates in Congress from other 
States the wisdom of a consiJeration of 


the tariff for the purpose of revision 


and readjustment. 

Upon this question of tariff revison 
there are radical differences of opinion 
in the Republican party. Some persons 
believe that the tariff should be sub- 
jected to wholesale revision at the next 
session of Congress, and that such re- 
vision should invariably be in the di- 
rection of lower duties, Others believe 
that if revision of the tariff is to be 
attempted, the revision skheuld be up- 
ward instead of downward. Still others 
hold that there is no present need nor 
call for meddling with the schedules, 
but that we should “stand pat” on the 
Dingley tariff! as it exists. All true 
Repypblicans, however, adhere unde- 
viatingly to the abstract principle of 
tariff protection. 

Varying opinions are shared by the 
voters of Massachusetts as well as by 
the voters of other States. It is possi- 
ble—perhaps probable—that a majority 
of the voters in Massachusetts are of 
the opinion that revision of the tariff 
should be begun at once. This would 
seem to be true if the unanimous vote 
in the convention for the platform is 
any criterion. But it is extremely 
doubtful if many of the Repwbdlican 
States will indorse this idea. There 
are, in fact, numerous substantial rea- 
sons for not indorsing it. . 

Why should there be any attempt at 
wholesale revision of the tariff at the 
present time? What interests and 
what men are demanding it? Has the 
nation not prospered since the 
present tariff was enacted? Is the 
mation not prospering? No need to 
answer these questions, for the answer 
is known to every man who knows 
anything worth knowing about the 
matter. 

The prosperity, both for private 
enterprises and for the nation’s busi- 
ness, has been far greater since the 
Dingley tariff was enacted than it had 
been within any like period of the na- 
tion's history. It is generally con- 
ceded that this prosperity is due in 
no small degree to the present tariff 
and the protection which it affords to 
American industries. Why, then, not 
‘Jet well enough alone,” since well 
enough is*well indeed? . 

A wholesale revifion of the tariff is 
almost invariably accompanied by a 
period of business uncertainty and de- 
pression. If we should enter upon such 
a revision at the coming session of 
Congress, the splendid fabric of pros- 
perity which we have so _ laboriously 
bullt up during the past few years 
would be undermined, and it would 
probably be destroyed altogether be- 
fore the work of wholesale revision 
could be completed. No other nation 
in the world is today prospering as the 
United States is. prospering. There- 
fore, “let well enough alone.” 

‘The Massachusetts platform reaf- 
firms, in emphatic language, the prin- 
ciple of tariff protection, but it also 
asserts, as declared by the National 
Republican Convention § § at Chicago, 
that “rates should be changed when 
conditions have so changed that the 
public interest demands the alteration 
of schedules.” With this declaration 
no Republican will Gnd fault. But the 
time referred to has not yet come. It 
will not come so long as prosperity 
continues to shower its lavish bless- 
ings upon the American people. 

“The time at which revision of the 
tariff should be undertaken must be 


determined. by the representatives of 
the party from all parts of our coun- 
try.” Quite true. It will be deter- 


mined. by representatives of the party 


from all parts of the country; but it 
will not be determined at the next 
session of Congress. 

“We further refer for the considera- 
tion of Congress the reénactment of 
tariff provisions which shall protect our 
exports against discrimination, and se- 
cure to the United States the treat- 
ment accorded to the most favored 
nations in all foreign markets.” This 
is one of the planks in the Massa- 
chusetts platform. It is almed at the 
discriminations against American 
merchandise contained inthe new Ger- 
man tariff, and it is not wholly consis- 
tent with the declaration in favor of 
revision of the tariff, unless revision 
upward instead of downward be re- 
ferred to. When Germany comes at 
us with her big club of discrimination, 
we shall need a good-sized bludgeon in 
order that we may “protect our ex- 
ports against discrimination.” There 
is little doubt that Congress will pro- 
vide this club in due time; and it will 
not be a paper club, made only for 
bluffing purposes. 


SSAULTS ON “THE TIMES”—THE 
RIGHT TRIUMPHS. 

“The desire of the ungodly shall per- 
ish,” sang old David as he twanged 
his bharp-strings on the hillsides of 
Judea. That was a good many years 
ago; but the desires of the ungodly

Superior Court of this county on Tues- 
day last. 


last May when the City Council voted, 
after full discussion and deliberation, 
to give the city advertising to The 
Times! This paper had put in the 
highest bid, to be sure, but a bid 
per cent. lower than that of any rival, 
cireuvlation being taken. into the ac- 
count. The Council awarded the con- 
tract on the only true basis on which 
to figure an advertising rate, viz.—<cir- 
culation—the extent of publicity to be 
Obtained for the price charged—the 
very basis on which every man in the 
Councit] who is in business makes his 
bargains for private advertising. The 
Times gave the city a lower rate than 
its regular commeftcial rate at the 
time. Thus was achieved Victory 
Number One for the right. 

But how the heathen raged!, They 
invoked the aid of that imported mon- 
strosity known as “the recall,” and at- 
tempted to substitute minority for ma- 
jority rule in the city, but the Supreme 
Court brushed them and their nostrum 
off the face of the earth, declaring the

| Number Two for the right. The mis- 
) chief-makers and troublers of the city’s 
peace, led by Hay, Norton, Fennessy 
and Haynes, were discredited.

The year of the contract case to an 
end. The Times had fulfilled every 
obligation to the letter; it had scrupu- 
lously kept faith with the Council, with 
its eyes on the public interest and the 
eyes of the hard-headed people on 
the Council. “The interests of the 
taxpayers had not been sacrificed, 
but had been ‘protected, Aj] this 
faithful servicé, however, meant noth- 
ing to the diaeredited gang which. Is 
ever drrayed against this independent 
and fearless journal. The blood-suck- 
ers who prey upon the substance of the 
misguided labor unions still had a 
nightmare—a disturbed dream that 
they could prevent The Timés from re- 
ceiving pay for a part of the service 
it had rendered, the denial to be placed 
on the ground of non-fulfillment of 
contract. 

There never was a more’ unrighteous 
contention raised. The terms of the 
contract between The® Times and the 
city were clearand unmistakable. They 
gave this paper the eption of printing 
the city advertising- in either agate 
type or in nonpareil type (a slightly 
larger size.) The Times, with the ful! 
knowledge and consent of the city au- 
thorities,: proceeded to use the smaller 
size of type (agate,) thereby compreas- 
ing more lines of official advertising 
into every column and saving the city 
several thousands of dollars. 

For the benefit of those not fully aé- 
quainted with the technicalities of the 
printing art, it emay be said that the 
term “points” is now generally used in 
denoting different sizes of type, al- 
though the old names, “agate” “nonpa- 
reil,”’ etc., are still properly used. Sev- 
enty-two points make an inch in depth, 

The contract between the city and 
The Times called for either 5%-point 
(agate) type, or 6-point (nonpareil) 
type, at the option of the publishers. 
Hay and Fennessy (“blecksmith” union 
printers) raised a howl about the sizes, 
but they were wrong—technically and 
morally wrong, as usual. The size of 
type used by The Times was true agate 
(5% point.) thirteen lines making an 
inch, less one one-hundred and forty- 
fourth part thereof. The slight differ- 
ence was favorable to the city. An 
inch of type space cannot be made to 
contain more lines of agate unless the 
“slug” or line be shaved down below 
standard, thus making it what § is 
known as “bastard.” And, whatever 
the absurd comphkinants may be, The 
Times’ type is and was legitimate. 

These plain points are given to show 
that The Times carried out’ its con- 
trect with the city by using exactly the 
right size and style of type, and that 
its bills were correctiy rendered. The 
local Typographical Union, which hed 
been encouraged in its fight against 
The Times by that socialistic dema- 
gogue, millionaire trouble-maker and 
self-boomer, Dr. John R. Haynes (so 
anxious to right the wrongs of all ex- 
eept those who work for him twelve 
hours a day at starvation wages)—the 
Typographical Union, we say, tried to 
induce the city authorities jo ho'd back 
the last payment, on the lying subter- 
fuge that The Times had defrauded the 
city by using another kind of type ihan 
that called for by the contract.

It gave the citizens of Los 
Angeles the best bargain in advertising 
they ever got; and reached a greater 
number of readers with the public no- 
tices than ever before saw the city’s 
advertising in print—a thing which all 
the public should have a right to see. 
And, furthermore, The Times, by em- 
ploying the seize of advertising type 
used, instead of a larger size, saved 
the people of Los Angeles a large 
amount of money. Thus: | 

The increase in space which would 
have been involved by setting the 50,- 


larger (or nonpareil) size would have 
amounted to not less than 8000 inches, 
costing, at 60 cents per inch (the con- 
tract price) $4800 more than was 
actually charged. To be still more ex- 
act, the increase would have been 8388 
inches, costing, at the. same rate,

SCHOOL FUND. 


SUPERINTENDENT KIRK TO BE 
MANDAMUSED BY COUNTY. 


He Has Instructed County Superin- 
tendent to Exclude Kindergarteners 
Under a Certain Age, So That There 
Will be Shortage from State Fund 
Each Year for Local Taxpayers. 


Ther: is a row between the County 
Superintendent of Schools and T. J. 
Kirk, State Superintenden* of Instruc- 
tion, and if the ‘tatter wins the tax- 
payers of Los Angeles County will 
have to raise from $6000 to $8000 more 
per year than they are paying at 
present for school purposes. — 

Under an order from the State Su- 
perintendent of Instruction, kinder- 
garten children under five years of 
age are not to be included in the 
County Superintendent's report, and 
are to be deprived of the State's per 
capita to which they are entitled. And 
this, too, when it is remembered that 
there ere more kindergarten children 
attending the schools in Los Angeles 
County, than in all the other kinder- 
garten schools of the State combined. 

It is believed that the opposition 


4 to counting these children comes from: 


San Francisco, where the kindergarten 
is not maintained as part of the pub- 
lic school system. 

The fight was opened when Kirk for- 
warded a circular letter to the super- 
intendents having kindergarten schools 
to charge the superintendent's annual 
report by striking out the attendance 
record of all kindergarten children un- 
der five years of age. The Superin- 
tendent of Instruction sheltered him- 
self behind an opinion of the Attor- 
ney-General (which he must have 
asked for) from which he quoted as 
follows:

FRANCES HALE FREE. 
| WILL AWAIT DEVELOPMENTS. 


The Grand Jury indictmeni against 
Miss Frances Hale, charging ser with 
having embezzled money belonging to 
the “Door of Hope,” was knocked out 
yesterday by Judge Smith. 

There is a hoodoo on grand jury 
indictments... Not one has been made 
to stick for years. 

In court with her attorney{ Le 
Compte Davis, Miss Hale appeared in 
no wise disturbed by her anomalous 
position. She wore a fetching sume«er 
costume of white, with white laces 
shimmering, and a dainty creation on 
her head that was half hat and half 
bonnet. A Japanese sunshade added 
a bit of bright color to the teut en- 
semble that proved very effective. 

Davis demurred-to-the indictment on 
two grounds: That it didn’t set out 
facts sufficient to constitute a cause 
of action; and, secondly, that the in- 
adictment didn't conform to the re- 
quirements of the statute, in that it 
could not be discerned how the money 
ulleged to have been embezzled was so 
diverted, whether by the defendant as 
trustee, bailee, agent or clerk. On this 
last point Davis made out his case 
up to the hilt. 

Miss Hale was charged with having 
on June 1, and on other dates up to 
August 19, in her possession for the 
benefit of thie Door of Hope, the sum 
of $1000, which she embezzled to her 
own ure. Attorney Davis in running 
over his authorities showed that in 
every State it is required that it be 
get out in the indictment whether the 
qnoney was received in a fiduciary 
capacity, and in. what fiduciary reia- 
tion. That the charge of embezzic-

Deputy District Attorney Donnell 
argued the other way. Judge Smith 
held that the Indictment wouldn't hold 
water, and ordered i dismissed.

The court 
said that if he thought proper the 
District Attorney could make rep- 
resentations to the next grand jury. 

Miss Hale's bail was exonerated and 
she swept out of the courtroom with 
her counsel. In a nonchalant, but 
smiling manner, she said that she 
will remain in the city for a short 
time to see what the “Door of Hope” 
people intend to do.

DARING CORRESPONDENT. 


Edwin Emerson, New York Clubman, 
Finds Pastime on the Battlefields 
of Various Nations. 


Edward Emerson, who lectured at 
Bianchard Hall last Friday evening, 
is proud of his distinction as perhaps 
the most spectacular of American war 
correspondents.. Daring is his stock in 
trade, and by his own confession he 
does not let it run low. Emerson re- 


turned recently from Manchuria, his 
usefulness in the war zone having been 
practically annulled by a Japanese 
parole restricting him from running 
any more of the Mikado's biockades. 

About a year ago, when the Russian- 
Japanese struggle was at its fiercest, 
Emerson was reported killed. A corre- 
spondent sent the message from Muk- 
den that he had been shot by the Rus- 
sians while attempting to run their 
lines into the Japanese side during a 
battle. The news proved to be not 
true. Emerson had succeeded in cut- 
ting loose from the Czar’s lines and 
crossing into the camps of the enemy, 
between Mukden and Oyama’s head- 
quarters, but he turned up there safe 
and sound. 

He had troubles unnumbered with 
the Japanese Officers, who looked upon 
him as a spy. ‘His reported death hav- 
ing been made the subject of a newa- 
paper interview with President Koose- 
velt, the chief executive scouted the 
report, remarking that his knowledge 
of Emerson as one of the Roosevelt 
Reugh Riders had satisfied him that 
“Emerson could be depended upon to 
land on his feet wherever he fell.” 

At the close of the Spanish-American 
War Emerson turned his steps to Cen- 
tral and South America, where he 
served as a soldier of fortune in the 
war between Venezuela and Colombia, 
and was decorated with the Order of 
Bolivar for gallantry in action as a 
colonel of vaqueros in the Andes. 

The outbreak of the Russian-Japa- 
nese war gave Emerson a host of 
chances to indulge his daring as a cor- 
respondent. Seemingly bearing a 
charmed life, he passed back and forth 
between the lines of the foes while 
other correspondents were immured in 
Tokio. His severest punishment was 
two months’ imprisonment in close 
quarters at Sasebo, the Japanese naval! 
base; whence he was rescued by the 
intervention of his cousin, United 
States Minister Griscom, andthe 
friendliness of Japanese newspaper 

en. 
emerson is a man of independent 
means and comes of fine stock; several 
of the best New York clubs have him 
for a member, and his authorship of 
books has gained him honorary admis- 
sion to several foremost historical so- 
cieties. He says that young Richard 
Barry of Los Angeles, who distinguished 
himself by his fine war descriptions 
from Port Arthur, induced him at the 
close of the war to take to the lecture 
platform, Emerson end Barry are fast 


friends.

Of the two volumes that constitute 
the’ next number in the series, there 
must be spoken an unfavorable criti- 
cism. While Robert Waite has sup- 
plied an introduction, there has been 
no editorial work done upon the ac- 
count given by Mackenzie and the 
reader and student will miss the notes 
and comments which were found 60 
helpful in the preceding volumes. Fol- 
lowing the introduction, is a preface in 
which the author explains his reasons 
for undertaking the voyages described 
in the volumes, tells of his equipment 
and apologizes for what he designates 
the uninterestine character of the nar- 
rative.

THE PRIVILEGES OF A CONVICT. 
So long as a convict has a good 
record and obeys the rules he is en- 
titled to one ration of chewing and 
smoking tobacco each week, sufficient 
to last him all week; to permission to 
write once in two weeks; to see 
friends once in four weeks; to receive 
newspapers, magvzines, books, etc., as 
may. be approved by the warden; to re- 
ceive family photographs, cor.s, 
brushes, powder, soap, tooth brushe: 
and other small articles. One of the 
first punishments for disobedience of 
rules is a reprimand. The next is the 
loss of the tobacco privilege, the third, 
loss of the letter privilege; fourth, 
loss of good time; fifth, imprisonment 
in solitary confinement on restricted 
diet; sixth, imprisonment in solitary 
confinement on restricted diet, hand- 
cuffed to the door; seventh, reduction 
in grade; eight, reduction to stripes; 
ninth, loss of all good time. There is 
nowhere a provision for whipping a 
prisoner and no whipping has been 
given to a United States prisoner fur 
years. The loss of the various privi- 
leges is severe enough to bring most 
of them to time. The loss of good time 
is the worst blow of all. “Good 
time” means reduction of a sentence 
for good behavior. A man sentenced 
to ten years in a penitentiary is cred- 
ited with ten days each month for 
good behavior and !n a year he saves 
one-third of his sentence.

AUTOMOBILES To COMPETE WITH 
‘RAILROAD TRAINA, 


Cost of Carrying Passengers by Au- 
temobile te be Demonstrated as 


Less Than by Train—The Route, 
and Precautions That are to be 
Taken Regarding the Observers. 


The first national economy test of the 
New York Motor Club, which is to be 
held during the week of October 33-28, 
is attracting@mnuch attention in auto- 


question of the value of the miotor car 
as a means of traveling cheaply and 
readily has never been settled in any 
broad way. A similar test held on 
Long Island recently, in which mem- 
bers of the Long Island Automobile 
Club participated, demonstrated that 
passengers can be carried for about 
two hundred miles much more cheaply 
than they can be transported by rail- 
read. Dr. C. B. Parker, in a Franklin, 
carried four passengers for the dis- 
cance at an expense of 80% cents, the 
railroad fare being several times that 


famount. Since that time the manufac- 


turers of American cars and many of 
the importers of foreign cars have been 
anxious for a test which will have ef- 
fect in educating the public to a reali- 
zation of the exceeding value of the 
motor car from a money-saving stand- 
point. The Motor Club has now pre- 
aot a test which will far toward 
ng out this great fact. 

The run is in and out of New York, 
first to Philadelphia, then to Albany;

in all, with the competitors arriving at 
New York every second evening. It is 
primarily a manufacturers’ run, though 
there will undoubtedly be many private 
owners competing in the test.

HEAD is commonly known to be the uppermost 
part of the human body, or the chief structure of 
the human anatomy containing the brain or brains, 

so closely associated with the human understanding or 
the intellectual faculties, the emotions, resolutions or 
the will. 

Heads are therefore generally identified with mind or 
soul assumed.to be the leading or directing force aad 
controlling agent of all psychical activity. Thus we 
speak of a “good head” or a “bad head” and of “no head 
at all.” 

A figurehead, on the other hand, may be defined as an 
object of convenience resembling or having the form of 
a head, but which may be easily shifted about from 
place to place, and like the poor manikin in the puppet 
show, the figurehead may be made to say “yes” or “no” 
at the will of the operator, who needs only to pull the 
string and, if you will pardon the allusion, “the dummy 
does the rest.” | | 

Quite different is it when an attempt is made to oper- 
ate a real live head that actually does its own thinking 
and is moreover capable of a certain amount of eelf- 
direction; then the “strings” fail to work, and hence 
unlike readily movable mechanical contrivances, such as 
figureheads, heads with an inherent, impelling power of 
motion often prove extremely unmanageable, and are 
consequently the most inconvenient of all objects. 

Especially disagreeable are they when deliberately 
assuming an attitude, or persisting in a direction dia- 
metrically opposed to the dictates of the operator. 

There was a time when refractory heads were summa- 
rily removed. Today, however, excepting the cases in 
which they have been found responsible for deeds of vio- 
lence, resulting in death, they are in most civilized coun- 
tries left on the shoulders of individuals. 

Other heads caught in the act of brewing serious mis- 
chief in a given community are variously dealt with ac- 
cording to the laws which there obtain. 


Aside from these evil heads, there are other ‘ifficn!' 
heads without malicious intent—provoking heads, tant«- 
lizing heads, heads which, contrary to the undemurring 
figureheads, obstinately oppose the direction of the 
“wires” or “strings,” heads on their own errand bent, 
whose will none can stay, for they are bound to “gang 
their own gait.” Now the problem is what to do with 


| them. 


Here we are reminded of a seminar discussion of the 
Freedom of the Will in which an eminent psychologist 
made substantially the following statement: 


“Without initiative, or self-conscious direction of en- 
ergy, a human being is nothing more than a machine, 
for to be a moral being is to put forth self-conscious. 
purposive effort.” Whereupon a pale, scholarly gentie- 
man whose ideal of virtue evidently consisted in nega- 
tive goodness, falteringly, and with an air of parental 
and pious concern, advanced a question something like 
this: “Would you not, Professor, rather have your son, 
for instance, a good machine than a bad man?” To 
which the psychologist promptly and emphatically re- 
pliea “No,” and further implying that even a bad man 
might become a better man and ultimately a good man, 
but that a machine, no matter how fine or intricate its 
construction, has no such alternatives. Im other words, 
the very best possible machine can never extend its “be- 
ing” beyond, so to speak, its machinehood. A machine 
can never become a man. And therefore, however excel- 
lemt as a productive agency, it can never fulfill the place 
of man as a moral being, for no machine has thus far 
been able to generate an idea, nor to express the power 
of choice. | 

Hence we see that the vital thing ie not merely to be 
a good machine, but to be a worthy and helpful man or 
woman; and in order to be men and women, we must 
have wills—we must exercise our volitional powers to 
the end of governing or controlling, however imper- 
fectly, our own actions. Endowed with the capacities . 
said to reside in heads, we should perform the functions 
of heads and not of figureheads. 


A figurehead may have its place in the general echeme 
of things, but it has no will of its own. It is always at 
the merey of the will of an operator or determining fac- 
tor outside itself, and hence ought not to be substituted - 
for a head, a habit of doing which some of the human 
family have inherited from their ancestors and confirmed 
by long practice; hence, like a toughly-twisted cable, it 
is hard to break. ’ 

It is frequently urged in deferise of this habit that 
figureheads are preferred to heads on accounts of their 


neutral character; as images or nonentities, they are 
more easily handled then entities or real beings, with 
definite powers of resistance. But then, heads or real 
beings contribute something of their emsence to the sum 


total of experience, whereas figureheads can add noth- 
ing of themselves. However then we may be 
to criticize the measures of so-called strenuous 
is far better for the mental and moral education 
present generation and for the generations to follow to 
let every mind do its own thinking or willing. No sane 
or healthy mind expects to have its reasoning and re- 
solying done by others. Such freedom of thought an4 
action does not, however, mean that there shall be no 
reference to other opinions or that due deference should 
not be paid to better or superior judgment. 


It is impossible, therefore, that self-active beings 
should be satisfied with the empty performances of qui- 
escent or inanimate figureheads so long as they are en- 
livened by the subtle psychical processes peculiar to 
virile human heads.

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WORK AND WAGES. 


MoRE Hanps NEEDED FOR THE SUGAR 
AND TOBACCO PLANTATIONS. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 


‘AVANA, September, 1905.—Cuba is suffering from 
= savor samine Wages were never higher in the 

tobacco districts, and some of the sugar crop of 
the past season was not harvested for lack of hands. 
Thousands of Americans who have purchased lands here 
are doing more or less to develop their holdings, and the 
good times have created an increased demand for work- 
men in every part of the island There have been a 
number of projects before Congress to encourage immi- 
gration, and some of these will probably be adopted. The 
immigrants most wanted are those from the Canary 
Islands and Northern Spain, and they already constitute 
a large part of the white labor. They are thrifty, in- 
- dustrious and easily controlled. They are in many re- 
epects better than the native Cubans, and are consid- 
ered the best unskilled laborers of Europe. 


Attempts are also being made to bring in Malians. The 
climate here is about the same as that of Italy, and the 
ItaMans have proved a success in Argentina, Brazil and 
other South American countries. At present, there ie a 
floating immigration to Cuba from Spain which comes 
and goes every year. The men are brought in for the 
harvest season, working chiefly in the tobacco districts. 
It costs them about $40 each for their round trip, and 


f 


the wages are such that each can save $40 in a single 
vest. A similar immigration is carried on 

coffee plantations of Brazil and the wheat fields of 
gentina, the men going regularly back and forth. 


Farm Hands in Cuba. 


The greatest demand for labor is on the farms 
plantations. Cuba is an agricultural country, and 
fifth of the whole population works on the farms. 
island has about 1,500,000 inhabitants, and of these 
000 are workers of one kind or another. Three hu 
thousand do farming, and only a little over 90, 
engaged in manufacturing. There are less than 10 
at work in the mines, and four or five thousand 
ployed on the railroads. I have these figures 
Department of Labor, which is my authority 
statements made further on in this article. 


Farm hands get all the way from $10 to $20 a 
and found. In some places they are paid $1 a day, and 
at harvest time the wages rise to those of the United 
States. A great deal of work is done by contract. A man 
will take care of a certain piece of land on the shares, or 
keep it clean at so much per acre per month. I know of 
men who make $30 and $40 a month in this way. They 
have their children help them in the flelds and do the 
_ work by the piece or by the day in addition to their con- 
tract. 

Work on the Shares. ) 

Many of the farms are rented out. Near Havana a 
tenant gets the use of five acres and a yoke of oxen for 
half the crop. Two-thirds of the tobacco of del 
Rio is raised by tenants, and a great deal of vegetable 
gardening is carried on on the shares. The land is so 
fertile that a small tract will produce three or four crops 
a year. There are tenants raising corn near Havana 
who-cut five crops of fodder a year. They can raise 
about ten tons to the acre, and a man can, I am told, 
realize $300 a year from a five-acre crop.

Miller is Gov- 
ernor of the province of Paragua, the most isolated 
portion of the Philippine archipelago. He, too, has suc- 
cessfully led native troops against the renegades. He 
is the Governor of a zone containing 200 small islands, 
the total land area of which is 6000 square miles. In 
this province there are 50,000 savages who speak ten 
different languages, yet the total white population con- 
sists of only thirteen Americans.

The Pasteur Institute. 


A Visit To THE Famous 
MENT HOSPITAL.

BEFORE leaving the French capital, I decided to 

pay a visit to the famous institute of Pasteur, 

which has lately been the Mecca for the nineteenth 
century biologists of all nations. 

The buildings are located out in the suburbs of Paris, 
in a neighborhood so quiet and isolated that it is difi- 
cult to realize it a part of the great, noisy French me- 
tropolis. 


buildings are quite new, and reared in the stiff 
and monotonous style of a too scrupulous symmetry, s0 
characteristic of the French architecture. Surrounding 
the buildings on all sides extend large, unvaried, tire- 
some lawns. These new hospitals are not half as inter- 
esting or pleasant-looking as the old ones inside the 
city, which are less imposed upon by a too scrupulous 
regularity and exactness.

“Serum is the natural anti-toxin prepared not in the 
laboratory of the chemist, but in nature’s own labora- 
tory, the animal body. It is generally in the organism 
of the horse that the biologist selects a field for his vital 
experiments. We will now go and watch the animals.” 

It looked as if we had stepped inside a menagerie. The 
floor was covered with baskets of all sizes, and each of 
them served as a cage for one or more animals. There 
were rabbits, chickens, guinea pigs and pigeons. Every 
animal had a label fastened to its ear on which was re- 
corded the name and character of the anti-toxin culture 
and the time the bacilli were let loose. :

This is, of course, a mere 
approximation. The most learned astronomers are un- 
able to calculate with any approach to accuracy the 
distances of the stars, so many millions of times further 
away than the planets of our system. Twelve million 
generations will pass before the catastrophe is due, and 
if we accept the hypothesis presented in the first part 
of this article the sun will have totally lost its light 
a million years before it may reach Vega. Millenniums 
before this time our entire posterity will have frozen to 
death! ; 

“Earth will probably pass through the Lyre without 
damage,” answered one of these learned men, “grant- 
ing that we ever reach constellation. There is only one 
chance in a million that our solar system will ever 
strike one of these stars. Of course, if our planet were 
to collide with a body relatively great, it might be 
swept entirely away from the sun. Axtronomers will 
give the signal many centuries in advance of our reach- 
ing any other obstacle lying directly in our path. Mean- 
while we will jog quietly along through space.” 

“Two effects would result from earth’s or the sun’s 
collision with any body in the Lyre,” answered another 
savant. “Earth would either become a glowing ball of 
fire or would lose its present position in the solar sys- 
tem. If a large body should strike our planet sufficiently 
hard to alter its present poise in space the sun’s great 
attraction would probably draw it in. Then all living 
things not already frozen out would be frizzled up. It 
‘might take a year before we would reach the sun, but 
we would all be destroyed before reaching half way

Dark Star May Strike us. 


A dark star may collide with our sun, I am told by 
other students of the heavens. Recent investigations 
indicate that space abounds with these burned-out suns, 
mang of them larger than our own. The dog star Sirius, 
for example, has a dark companion star wholly invisi- 
ble but which can be measured by delicate astronomic 
instruments. It is equal to our sun in size, but one of 
its years makes fifty of ours. One authority tells me 
that there probably are more dark luminous stars. 
Each of t*.ese cold suns has undergone the process in 
store for Old Sol. Sometimes one reawakens and glows 
with fire, as did the star Nova Persei, suddenly visible 
in the heavens in February, 1901. This once-dead sun 
really blazed forth anew a century ago, the intervening 


time being required for the vanguard of its light waves.

A picture of what might happen were Old Sol to 
collide with a dark sun is drawn by Dr. Simon New- 
comb, professor of astronomy at Johms Hopkins. Such 
a body, having no orbit, is first seen through a great 
telescope on the Himalayas. Combining its mass with 
that of our sun it imparts to the latter an unearthly 
glow, which spreads over our landscape, whose pebbles 
glisten like diamonds. Man sees the sun doubled in size, 
its brightness fourfold. People remove to their cellars 
to keep cool while fire engines sprinkle the roofs of 
buildings. Man finally takes refuge in caves. The 
ocean boils like a pot, lightning flashes everywhere and 
scalding rain falls. Above the subterranean 
giving asylum to the last remnants of humanity bubbles 
a sea of hot mud They cannot escape. They starve. 


May Pass Through a Nebula. a 

The last man may become engulfed in a fiery mist of 
that category which astronomers call “nebulae.” These 
are supposed to be the raw material out of which stars 


‘and planets and moons are made. They are gaseous

bodies, millions of miles in extent and glowing—some 
say—with heat so intense that it could not be meas- 
ured by any of our standards of temperature. Spinning 
with terrific velocity, shrinking and cooling, they grad- 
ually congeal into stars; fragments of the latter into 
planets, which send off lesser fragments, forming moons. 
It is one of these truant mists of glowing gas which set 
fire to the star Nova Persei, mentioned above. What

PROGRESS IN GARDENING. 


A TENDENCY TO LEAVE WALL PAPER 
DESIGNS FOR THE ARTISTIC. 


By Ernest Braunton. 


HOUGH our present-day gardening is not all that 

could be wished, gardening in general, and landscape 

gardening in particular, has had a pleasing develop- 
ment along healthy lines during the past few years. At 
one time our parks were overfull of wall-paper designs 
in beds of hideous color; now such beds are compara- 
tively few in number, less complex in plan, and more 
restful in color, At times the parks have also been much 
overplanted, but later long views, looking away to artis- 
tic effects, have been opened through the general mass of 
vile blue gums which have too long cumbered our park 
areas. Corresponding faults in our private gardens have 
also been remedied until sometimes we feel that, after 
all, our planning and planting will finally rest on a sub- 
stantial and appropriate foundation.

Window Boxes. 


Buildings whose lines of architecture are unusually 
stiff and conventional and whose colors are quiet, like 
the quaker drab of many of our plastered residences, need 
the vine and window garden more than all others. Dell- 
cate growth of vines take away the harsh effects of too 
many straight lines, softening them into harmony with 
the surroundings. They also relieve the glaring effect 
of plain walls of brick, cement, or stone. Window boxes 
are equally useful and not less ornamental. The plain 
neutral gray of many Florentine Mission houses need a 
touch of color to brighten their otherwise somber ap- 
pearance. It is also true that window boxes do much 
to lighten the paint and stain effects on wooden buildings. 
For the purpose nothing seems more suitable than ivy 
geraniums, and these may be hed in a great variety of 
colors or shades. For dark buildings any shade from 
pure white to pink will prove harmonious, but those 
having a touch of magenta or purple should be avoided

Restriction of Automobiles.

FIELD NOTES: 


Walnut Prices Advanced. | 
T™ Walnut Growers’ Association has fixed the 


price of nuts one cent per pound higher than the 

schedule of last year. This will draw attention to 
the walnut industry with renewed force. Soft shells will 
seil at 13 cents per pound; standards at 12% cents. Sec- 
ond grades of each, four cents lower. The paper making 
this announcement says the crop will be 75 carloads 
short of that of last season. This association represents 
25,000 acres of walnut groves, 6000 of which are at Whit- 
tier and Rivera. The output from the association last 
year was 506 cars of 20,000 pounds each. Since the gen- 
eral use of walnut kernels in confections began the de- 
mand for walnuts has run far beyond the supply, and 
now perhaps double the tonnage of ruts at present 
grown could be eold at the prices lately fixed by the 
growers. 

Cold Water Pourers. 


OME doubts as to the value of the new nitrogen- 
fixing bacteria have been cast in the minds of the 
farmers by certain members of the agricultural press in 
the East. The so-called scandal in which Dr. Moore's 
name was used gave occasion for the weaker journals to 
reflect upon the utility of the discovery. But the Uni- 


versity of Illinois has removed all doubts in this matter 


from the minds of those who know the conservatism 
and thoroughness of that institution's experiments. ‘The 
name of Cyril G. Hopkins is attached to Bulletin No. 94, 
published at Urbana, Illinois, and this finally settles the 
question in favor of using the bacteria with tens of thou- 
eands of farmers of the Middle West. The most serious 
consequences following the charges against Dr. Moore is 
the element of uncertainty induced by these agricultu- 
ral writers. Happily it is disappearing, and only needed 
the name of Hopkins to wipe it out for all time. 
* 

Banana Growing. 

L. MOORE, of Los Angeles writes: “I can give 
Wu gentleman on Main street a little information 
on banana culture which I hope will be of value to him 
and others experimenting with this fruit. Plant the 
trees about six feet apart each way, and when they have 
grown good and strong, dig a trench between each row 
@bout 18 inches wide and one foot deep and fill these 
trenches with sea weed (kelp) which washes up on the 
beaches near Los Angeles, and can be had for the haul- 


ng. It makes a fine fertilizer, besides furnishing the 


trees with the salt contained in the weed which the ba- 
nana plant needs. I am a native of the Bermuda 
Islands, where they grow a very choice banana, much 
better in flavor than those coming from Jamaica and the 
other West India Islands. This is the system of culti- 
vation used there.” . 
* 
T is astonishing what an amount of misinformation 
“may be written into an item by a journal published 
within a stone’s throw of the source of the news. A 
Santa Barbara paper in referring to the introduction of 
the scutellista into the orchards of the county says the 
fiy will destroy all the scale in less than one year. “It 
is a sure exterminator for the black ecale, ani in some 
instances has proven equally so for what is known as 
the purple and red scales. Scutellista was first brought 
into the valley on orange and lemon branches. On ex- 
amining the branches can be found the black scale; by 
taking the blade of a pocket knife and raising the edge 
of the scale will be found the egg of the scutellista. 
When the egg hatches it comes in the form of a tiny 
grub worm and feeds exclusively on the scale, each usu- 
ally consuming the whole amount where the egg was 
deposited.” 


With a few exceptions the above item is correct. The 
ecutellista was not introduced first into Santa Barbara 
county on branches, but was sent in two years ago in 
boxes. It will not destroy all the scale in years, and is 
not a sure exterminator of this pest. The purple and 
red scale are under no circumstances attacked by the 
scutellista. The egg of the scutellista is exceedingly 
difficult to find, none of our closest observers ever hav- 
ing published the fact 
read. The “worm” of this fly is not a grub, having no 
legs such as adorn almost all the grub worms. 
not feed upon the scale as far as has 
but lives upon the juices of the eggs of the scale. 
lieve the other statements above quoted by the Santa 


Barbara paper are substantially correct. 


Treatment of Run-down Grove. 


CORRESPONDENT who has a ten-acre Valencia or- 

ange grove which produced a _ lucrative crop two 
years ago, a lesser crop last year, and no fruit this sea- 
son asks for a restorative process. The soil is a light 
loam, rather easy of cultivation, in a warm locality and 
with trees perfectly healthy but with no prospects of set- 
ting more fruit till something is done to bring back the 
former activities. With Valencias at the present price, 
heroic measures would be in order. From one-half to a 
whole load of stable manure to the acre would be the 
first application. Then water heavily if the means is at 
hand, and sow to peas. Twelve pounds of bat guano and 
nearly as much bone meal to the tree should follow.

In Nature’s Wonderland 
MARVELS OF THE NEW ZEALAND 
Hor LAKES REGION. 
By a Special Contributor. 

HE tourist in New Zealand cannot find a more in- 
TT terest fourney to place upon his itinerary than 
a visit to the famous thermal zone of the North 
island. Six hours’ run from Auckland our train topped 
a steep, ferny range, slipped through eae cool and beauti- 
ful belt of forest, and then, at a rattling rate, descended 
neariy a thousand feet to the shores of a round lake of 
magical blue, with a dark purple islet resting pyramidal 


‘in its center. On the water side and at various points in 


the manuka shrubbery, that nearly everywhere clothed 
the lake flats, there rose countless smoke-like wreaths 
of steam—the sign and token of an eerie land. As the 


‘evening closed in, electric lights flashed out along the 


wide streets of the lakeside town, and soon we were 
enjoying the comforts of a large and luxurious hotel and 
wondering at the strange juxtaposition of man’s handi- 
work and Nature’s untamable marvels. 


The whole place savors of the uncanny and sulphu- : 


rous, in spite of the smart and modern air of the little 


town, with its churches and stores and electricity and 


railway; and our wonder was in no way diminished, | 


next morning, when we threaded the narrow, devious 


- paths of a Maori village built literally in the midst of 


boiling springs and steaming cauldrons by the lakeside, 
and engaged in a game of tennis on a grassy lawn along- 


‘side a brace of energetic but well-behaved geysers, bub- 


dling and spouting sending their curling steam 
clouds soaring through the pine groves like smoke 
wreaths from the great Manitou’s peace pipe. 

This is the town of Rotorua, the residential though 
not the geographical center of the famous Hot Lakes 
region of New Zealand, a thermal zone exceeding in di- 
mensions, activity and variety of phenomena the Yellow- 
stone Park and the geyser district of Iceland. The Ro- 
torua thermal region is a great strip of hill and lake and 
land extending from near the eastern coast southwest- 
ward into the heart of the North Island, and terminat- 
ing in the remarkable volcanic mountains of Tongariroo, 
Ngauruhoe and Ruapehu, whose enormous lava beds 
attest the appalling nature of the eruptive outbreaks in 
past ages. The volcanoes are now harmless and quies- 
cent, and it is the opinion of geologists that the ejection 
of molten rock will never occur again in New Zealand. 
The varied forms of thermal action which make New 


Zealand the wonderland of the southern hemisphere | 


cuiminate in grand geysers whose periodic outbursts are 
caused by the immense power of confined steam gener- 
ated in the caverns of the underworld. The most aston- 
ishing example of the bursting power of steam is the 
giant geyser of Waimangu, seventeen miles from Roto- 
rua—a veritable lake with an area of over two acres, 
which for several years at frequent intervals has been 
hurling its waters heavenward, with incredible force 
and velocity, to a height sometimes of 1500 feet. 
Waimangu, however, is by no means the only great 
sight of the Rotorua district. There is probably no 
more thrilling and unforgetable water excursion in the 
worid than that which we made one day across the won- 
derful Lake Roto-mahana. This weird sheet of water, 
filling the deep cavity of an enormous volcanic rift, is 
on the round trip route from Rotorua to Waimangu, and 
it is quite as imperishable a memory as the sight of the 
grandest of the globe’s geysers. Our driving route from 
Rotorua took us first along the pumice plain, with the 


of violet hills, lying calm and repose- 
Then our road wound into the fern- 
here and there a ruined fort, crumb- 
memorial of the ancient fighting days. A craggy 
mountain shoulder rose on our right: thén we drove

Another 
launch conveys us across Roto-mahana, skirting the 
steam-rent cliffs on the northern and western sides. 
Soon we steer into a region of perpetual boil and bubble. 
For about two miles the steep lakeside is seamed with 
runnels of hot water, and alive with boiling ngs, 
fumaroles and geysers.

Turning once more to the upward trail, now 
made a little confusing by the intense light and shade 
caused by the moon, they struggled on. They began to 
call more frequent halts, and the women folk had to sit 
down occasionally. A warm, dry wind blew over from 
the north into fheir faces, and parching lips begged for 
moisture, while quivering muscles demanded a relaxa- 
tion of the strain put upon them. It isn’t an easy trail 
up the Peak from the south side—one thousand feet or 
more straight up in the air. The Peak itself is perhaps 
1600 feet high, with Hollywood at an elevation of about 

But at last the heights were won. With characteristic 
chivairy the men who had done the work stood aside, 
within a step of the summit, and insisted that the foot 
of grace instead of strength tread the delectable regicn 
first. So several feet of grace staggered triumphantly to 
the goal won so largely by vicarious effort, and then 
curled up inconsequently on the ground in the utter re- 
laxation of temporary exhaustion. But youth is quickly 
recuperative, and before long the whole party were 
ranged along the face of the rocky peak, with their feet 
hanging over toward the abyss of blackness straight be- 
low, contemplatively masticating chili-pepper sandwiches 
ané drinking in the white radiance of the night. BEvery- 
thing visible seemed to be swimming in a sea of almost 
palpable luminance. The unnumbered lights indicating 
the haunts of men had grown still more innumerable. 
Hollywood had been added, almost under their right 
hands, with Venice twinkling mistily down by the sea. 
Diametrically opposite, far west of Pasadena, a brilliant 
electric constellation indicated picturesque Casa Verdugo, 
isolated in a sea of shadows. Yet with these lights eo 
clearly discernible, the climbers were beyond the reach 
of the city’s hum. No sound floated up to them in the 
stillness, save the occasional shrill whistle of the Holly- 
wood car, on one side, or the rumble of a Glendale trolley 
over the long trestle, on the other. 

Then a thin layer of palest gray-blue jeweler’s cotton 
spread itself over some of those sparkling gems prepara- 
tory to shutting them away for the night.

The hills of Highland Park 
thrust out arms here and there into the silent gray flood, 
like wave-beaten promontories; the San Fernando Valley 
was converted into a ghostly stream, with the Sierra

‘| and suddenly across the central heavens shot a meteor, 


leaving a long track of fire and con¢tluding its swift flight 
by bursting Into blue stars after the theatrical manner 
of a Fourth of July rocket. Fully a minute elapsed be- 
fore its flery trail was lost to the sight of the naked eye. 
It was a wonderful and beautiful sight, not soon to be 


forgotten by the breathless watchers on the mountain. 


But the lady moon dominated everything, first and last, 
ang under her soft influence the resting wanderers in- 
dulged in wild flights of fancy, with side trips into the 
realms of poesy. Longfellow’s “Endymion” was perhaps 
the most fitting thing quoted, beginning as it does: 

“The rising moon has hid the stars; 
Her level rays like golden bars 

° Lie on the landscape green, 
With shadows brown between, 
For surely it must have been 
On such a tranquil night as this 
She woke Endymion with a kiss.” 

Then one member of the party, worked up into a fine 
frenzy by the gentle lunar potency, burst forth with the 
following apostrophic rhapsody: 

“How beautiful is this ‘ere night! s 
How bright the stairs dew shine! 
All natur’ sleeps in tranquilness 
Save this lone heart o’ mine.

After this the spell was somewhat broken, and as it 


was nearing 9 o’clock (the Peak had been reached twenty 
minutes before 8), the party decided to start on the re- 
turn. Much refreshed by the rest and lunch, they moved 
unanimously to take the longest way round, whether it 
proved to be the shortest way home or not; and, descend- 
ing the mountain on the northern side, to

defined and much more picturesque than 
one, which had been robbed of growth 
fire, not long since, and is now marked 
and naked branches.

At first it was like the face of a couchant lion, 
sphinx-like and lonely. Further down, the moon cast 
great shadows which gave it the ghastly, sightless look of 
a death's head, and this appearance it retained At last, 


“with slipping and sliding, running and crawling, the 


trail came to an end at the wagon road of the park, and 
with the last scramble down the bank, the chill night 
air of the lower region met them with the exhilaration of 
a shower bath. 


After pausing beneath the live oaks for a drink of 
cold, pure water, they struck off, at a swinging stride, on 
the level road winding along the side of the mountain. 
The fog was no longer beneath them, but rose like a wall 
around the San Fernando Valley in front. The cool air 
soon called for jackets, and traveling was brisk there- 
after. It was delicious, there in the night, “the world 
forgetting, by the world forgot,” and the hill odors, elder, 
sage and other distinguishable sweetness, went straight 
to the heart. .

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Essex Eccentricities. 


CURIOUS FINDINGS IN AN OLD ENG- 


LisH COUNTY. | 
By a Special Contributor. 

F all the counties of England, none is staffed fuller 
()« antiquities, comicalities and eccentricities than 

Essex. lts geographical position at the mouth of 
the Thames brought it early into the firing lime of what- 
ever was doing in the way of invasion and skirmishing, 
whether Roman, Saxon or Danish, down to the time of the 
Norman conquest; and thereafter, its proximity to the 
capital kept it well to the fore, whenever history was 
making, or knocks were going—which was much the 
same thing. These historic edvantages fully make up 
for the somewhat monotonous character of its natural 
scenery, which is comparatively tame and flat (though 
it has a beauty of its own,) and the writer has found the 
County of Estsex (ag it was anciently written,) a fruitful 
fied for interesting exploration. 

There used to be a general belief that the county, espe- 
cially the southern and eastern parts, which are low and 
marshy, was, for that reason, very unhealthful. The idea 
is amusingly but gravely set farth in an old work called 
“A Tour Through Great Britein.” Speaking of Essex, 
the author says, “One thing deserves mention here; 
which is, that all along this county, it is very frequent 
to meet with men that have had from five or six to four- 
teen or fifteen wives; and I was informed that In the 
marshes, over against Candy Island, was a farmer who 
was then living with the five and twentieth; and that his 
son, who was but 35 years old, had already had about 
fourteen. Indeed, this part of the story I only had by 
report, though from. good hands; but the other is well 
known, and will be attested about Fobbing, Curring- 
ham, Thundersley, Benfleet, Prittlewell, Wakering, Greaf 
Stambridge, Cricksea, Burnham, Dengy and other towns 
of the like situation. The reason, as a merry old fellow 
told me, who said he had had about a dozen, was this, 
that they, being bred in the marshes themselves, and sea- 
soned to the place, did pretty well; but that they gener- 
ally chose to leave their own lasses to their neighbors, 
out of the marshes, and went themselvea into the uplands 
for a wife; that when they took the young women out of 
the wholesome fresh wir, they were clear and healthy; 
but when they came into the marshes, among the fogs 
and damps, they presently changed complexion, got an 


again, and fetch er. that marrying of wives 
was reckoned a kind good fun to them. Nor do the 
men, in these parts, hold it out, as in other countries; 


for we seldom meet with very 
~sor; insomuch that hardly one-half of the inhabitants 
are natives of the place, but such as come from other 
parts for the advantage of good farms.” Without doubt, 
he was “a merry old fellow”—the Trut James who 
gave out this piece of “reliable info for travel- 
ers.” One can see the twinkle of the old rascal’s eyes, 
as he confessed to his outrageous “about a dozen.” 


I suppose it is one of the special enticements of the 
antiquary that almost every find he makes gives him a 
lead to another. 


I found record of this curious matter. A certain Sir Wil- 
liam de Band, Sheriff of the county in the year 1275, ob- 
tained leave to inclose within his park a certain portion 
of land, of the dean and canons of St. Paul's, in consid- 
eration of presenting them with a fat buck and doe 
yearly on the days of the conversion 
tion of St. Paul. On these days, “the buck and doe were 
brought by one or more servants, at the hour of the pro- 
cession, and through the midst thereof, and offered at the 
high altar of St. Paul’s Cathedral, after which the per- 
sons that brought the buck received of the dean and 
chapter, by the hands of their chamberlain, twelve pence 
sterling for their entertainment; but nothing when they 
brought the doe. The buck being brought to the steps of 
the altar, the dean and chapter apparelled in copes and 
proper vestments, with garlands of roses on their heads, 
sent the body of the buck to be baked, and had the head 
and horns fixed on a pole before the cross, in their pro- 
cession round about the church, till they issued at the 
west door, where the keeper that brought it blowed the 
death of the buck, and then the horns that were about 
the city answered him in like manner; for which they 
had each, of the dean and chapter, four pence in money, 
and their dinner; and the keeper during his stay, meat, 
drink and lodging, and five shillings in money at his go- 
ing away; together with a loaf of bread having on it the 
picture of St. Paul.” 

Following up the trail of Benfleet (another of the 
_Pplaces in the black list above), I had only taken two 
steps before I was on the track of another oddity. Ben- 
fleet, a little Sleepy Hollow of a place, with a very beau- 
tiful ancient church, almost adjoins the village of Ray- 


leigh, where are the ruins of the castle of a celebrated” 


Danish pirate, named Hastings, who, after a long andj 
checkered career of marauding, was finally taken in hand 
and disposed of by good King Alfred, in the year 894. 


Here used to be held, every year, a court or meeting, at 


which the tenants of manors in the neighborhood were 
to appear, to “do service” for their-holdings. Some of 
these tenants, having some grievance or other, had met 
secretly, one midnight, and conspired to raise a commo- 
tion. They had a knack, in those days, of “making the 
punishment fit the crime;” so thereafter, instead of the 
court being held, as usual, by day, we find that “the 
mannor of Raylie in Essex hath a Custame Court kept 
yearely the Weddens-day next after Michael's day. The 
Court is kept in the Night, and without Light, but as the 
Sky gives, att a little hill without the Towne called the 
King’s Hill, where the Steward writes only with Coales, 
and not with Incke; And many Men and Mannors of 
great Worth hold of the same, and do suite unto this 


strange Court, where the Steward calls them with as 
@ Voice as possible he may; giving no notice when he 
goes to the Hill to keepe the same Court, and he that 
attends not is deeply amerced, if the Steward will.—'Tis 
commonly called the Lawless Court.” : 

- There is something of a cutting off of to 
spite one’s face, about this, as regards the unfortunate 
steward, kept out of his snug bed to punish these 
malefactors; and we may suppose that he lost oppor- 
tunity of “deeply amercing” everybody whose “Adsum”™ 
was not promptiy forthcoming. | 

Of this doing of service one finds so many and so 
quaint things recorded, that one would think that, if 
anybody not to the manner born ehould have chanced to 
be strolling about, England in those days, he would have

King James the First, from many things recorded of 
bim, seems to have had a mild funny streak in his un- 
romantic make-up. Unfortunately, many of his “good 
things” seem to come with a touch of il!-nhture in them 
that must have made the dutiful smiles of his courtierg 
rather perfunctory. It is said that when the great man- 
sion of Audley End, near Saffron Wahlen, in this county, 
was completed (at a cost of a hundred and ninety thou- 
sand pounds—a vast sum in those days), by the first Earl 
of Suffolk, who was also Lord High Treasurer, King 
James was invited to view it. He surveyed the magnifi- 


cent building with astonishment, whereupon the Earl 


asked him how he liked it. “Very well,” replied James, 


“but troth, man,” he continued, sarcastically, “it is too 


fine for a King, though it may do for a Lord High Treas- 
urer.” 
While we are dealing with royalty, Essex provides us 
with an anecdote of Charles the Second, which shows 
him in a better light than do most of his recorded words 
and actions. In St. Giles’s Church, in the very ancient 
city of Colchester, is a tablet bearing this inscription: 
Under this Marble ly the Bodies | 
Of the two most Valiant Captains 
Sr. Charles Lucas and Sr. George Lisle, Knuts. . 
Who for their eminent Loyalty | 
To their Soverain, | 
Were on the 28th. Day of Avgvst, 1648, 
By the Command of Sr. Tho Fairfax, 
Then General of the Parliament Army, | 
In cold bloud barbarously murdered. 

The letters are cut unusually deep in the marble, ant 
the reason therefor is said to be that George Villiers, 
Duke of Buckingham, who had married the only daughter 
of General Fairfax, requested of Charles permission to 
have the inscription erased, as it reflected upon his 
father-in-law. Charles mentioned the matter to Lord 
Lucas, son of the Sir Charles Lucas commemorated in 
the tablet. Lord Lucas replied that he would consent, 
if the king would allow him to insert, instead, the fol- 
lowing—“that Sir Charles Lucas and Sir George Lisle 
were barbarously murdered for their loyalty to Charles 
the First, and that his son. Charles the Second, ordered 
this memorial of their loyalty to be erased.” The King, 
struck with the observation, is said to have immediately 
ordered the letters of the original inscription to be en- 
graven as deep as possible. The incident, if true, is 
worth noting, as against the well-known epigrammatic 
characterisiic of Charles as a king “who never said a 
foolish thing, and never did a wise one;” for in his case, 
certainly, the ungrateful request was foolish, and the 
eventual action wise.

London; Joseph Neal, American humorist, whose “Char- 
coal Sketches” had great vogue, and were published ia 
England by Dickens. Then there was David Neale of 
Massachusetts, poet and artist. 

Earlier than this, Daniel Neal, born 1678, wrote a hie- 
tory of the Puritans. Of this history, it was said “He 
blanches the Puritans into a sweet and almond white- 
ness.” Ninety years after the settlement of Boston, he 
visited New England, and also wrote ite history. Of 
Boston, he eald, “The conversation in this town is as 
polite as in most of the towne in England, many of their 
merchants having traveled into Europe, and those that 
stay at home having the advantage of a free conversa- 
tion with travelers, so that a gentleman from London 
would almost think himself at home at Boston, when he 
observes the numbers of people, their houses, furniture, 
tables, dress and conversation, which perhaps is as 
splendid and showy as that of tradesmen in London.”

Medical Legisiation—XXX!IV—Epidemics, Concluded. 


OLLOWING is the conclusion of views regarding 

epidemics as set forth by Prof. 0. Rosenbach of 

Berlin, in his book, “Physician vs. Bacteriologist:” 
. Referring to the probable effect of atmospheric and 

solar changes, of which we know little or nothing, in 
producing epidemics, Dr. Rosenbach says: 

“Ané although we have as yet not even found for these 
laws such a formulation as for certain atmospheric 
changes, we indulge in the delusion that we already pos- 
sess sure means of relief, whereas in the realm of mete- 
erology we have not yet progressed beyond storm warn- 
ings and beyond the determination of the atmospheric 
changes that are likely to be expected during the next 
few hours.” 

On the subject of sterilized drinking water and milk, 
Dr. Rosenbach declares that, in his opinion, the so-called 
specific bacilli play no part, or only a very secondary 
part. He denies, upon the basis of his experience, that 
the drinking water is the real cause of typhoid fever and 


of cholera, of their endemics and epidemics, in the over- 


whelming majority of cases. He says: 

“Finally, with reference to the prevailing tendency to 

render everything free from germs, I wish to give ex- 
pression to the medical doubts whether the production 
ef germ-free foodstuffs might not be accompanied with 
some disadvantages, since it requires a complete renun- 
ciation of the useful activity of the microbes. . For 
this reason, I must not fail to emphasize here thit a 
series of observations of myself and of others appear to 
point to the fact that, for instance, sterilized milk, the 
utility of which I do not misjudge, causes digestive dis- 
turbance in many children, which are either due to a 
special change of the albuminous bodies during sterili- 
zation, or, what is more probable, to the destruction of 
all the micro-organisms of the milk, even of the most 
useful. 
A chapter is devoted to the important question of fear 
of infection, which, as the editor has said, has slain hun- 
dreds, of itself Dr. Rosenbach thinks “it is unquestion- 
ably surprising that just at present, in this era of great- 
est daring and personal courage, which often is ready 
to stake life for mere trifies, the fear of infection is so 
exceedingly pronounced.” 

He declares positively that “there exists not often the 
shadow of a justification of fear of direct infection.” Re- 
garding the tyrannica] procedure of the medical profes- 
sion, backed by the executive authorities, Dr. Rosenbach 
@ays: “Medical police and public hygiene are the sym- 
bole under and by which endeavors are now made to 
forge the old chains around the body of man.” , 

He pertinently remarks: “If the opportunity for in- 
fection were even approximately as great as the adher- 
ents of modern bacteriology depict it, no nurse and no 
physician could or would expose themselves to the dan- 
ger. But, as a matter of fact, we observe that infection 
of those that are engaged in nursing the sick, and of 
those connected with them—although they usually do not 


nishes proof that there is a wide gulf between the pos- 
sibility and the probability of infection.” , 

The best protection, the author declares, will al 
be “bravely to fight the battle of life, and so to 
strengthen and harden the body that it becomes and re- 
mains capable of resistance.” 

As showing the absurdity of the ordinary idea in re- 
gard to infection, during an epidemic, the author ad- 


has been believed could be considered the cause of an

are not able actually to disinfect internally, albeit this 
pious wish is cherished.” 

The hygiene of the future, declares Dr. Rosenbach, 
will not so much endeavor to destroy bacteria, as to im- 
prove the vital necessities of man. He says: 

“Modern hygiene offers a stone in the place of bread, 
presents unproved dogmas and facts of the laboratory as 
substitutes for active aid and practical accomplishments. 
ae If, in times of an epidemic, instead of giving di- 
rections what to eat and whatnot to eat, care would be 
had, instead, that those who have nothing to eat are 
supplied with sufficient food; if, instead of poisoning the 
air with carbolic acid and other disinfectants, the money 
were applied to other purposes, and pains taken to see 
that dwellings have an opportunity of getting plenty of 
fresh air and as often as possible: if finally, by instruc- 
tion, not by authoritative compulsion, endeavors were 
made to disseminate the knowledge of the true relation 
of events, and to explain the deception of many views. 
which infuse fear or lead to wrong actions, then true 
hygiene would be promoted in the same manner as the 
health and the well-being of man is furthered, not by 
promising to furnish medicine when he falls sick, but in 
that he is prevailed upon to live so that he does not be- 
come subject to disease.” 

Following up the subject of the non-infectiouaness of 
epidemic diseases, Dr. Rosenbach points to the signifi- 
cance of seasickness, with reference to the theory of in- 
fection and immunity. He says: 


“Seasickness is the typical picture of an epidemic 
(mass) disease; for many individuals under the same 
conditions of life are affected in a connection that, with- 
out knowledge of the rea] etiological factor and only on 
the basis of the superficial—but very common in the ex- 
planation of mass diseases—method of inference ‘post 
hoc,’ we are absolutely forced to assume an intoxication 
from the gastro-intestinal tract or an infectious element 
—i.e., we are bound to determine an auto-intoxication, 
a poisoning by fdod; in short, an endemic or epidemic. 
If we consider the succession of the cases of disease; 
those affected first are the weak persone that stay below 
deck, especially women, then men, whereas nurslings 
who take different food, eas is well known, are usually 
exempt. If we consider further that close contact with 
a patient favors the outbreak of the disease—perceptions 
made by eyes, ears, and nose, hence the proximity of the 
patient, unquestionably increase the predisposition— 
then it would by no means be difficult to construe here 
a disease by infection, and to regard as the center of 
the infection, perhaps, the lady who was the first to be 
affected in the presence of the public, in the salon or 
deck—of course, always assuming that we do not know 
or that we wish to misjudge the true cause of the affec- 
tion. Therefore, seasickness demonstrates 
ge- 
vere cases of disease does not constitute a dependence of 


the fact that persons surprised by a heavy rain. are 
drenched, that these persons had transmitted the moist- 
ure from one to the other, or, in case they acquire a 
cold, that they have infected each other.” 

Dr. Rosenbach concludes thet the theory of infection 
is almost as difficult as the explanation of the fact that 
relatively only few of the combatants are struck down in 
the hail of bullets. | . 

Here is an extract, showing the folly of Glagnosing a 
disease by the presence of bacilli: 

“We have never encountered this confusion of concep- 
tion more strikingly than in the following sentence, ta- 
ken from the cholera report of a prominent political 
paper: ‘Six inmates of the hospital had, or still have, 
Asiatic cholera, while none of them was or is sick.’ The 
explanation of this paradoxical] statement is found only 
in the following concluding sentence, which we also 
render in its original style. Namely, the physicians 
demonstrated in these persons the presence of the comma 
bacillus, which they are still possessed of, without, how- 
ever, their suffering even from diarrhea; and for this 
reason they are as yet not discharged from the hospital, 
although they urgently request that this be done, be- 
cause they insist that they are not sick at all.’” 

The folly of endeavoring to check the march of chol- 
era by quarantine is thus commented upon: 

“Neither did cholera ever travel in the train of cara- 
vans, nor does it today speed with the rapidity of rail- 
road trains, quite as little as it heeds the actual 
and defensive measures which are erected to 
entrance over the high roads and through the 
entry of traffic—not unlike the person who 
doors and windows to protect his barometer 
fluctuations of air pressure. .. . Such a proceeding 
resembles too much that of the gnat, which, when it ap- 
peared that the efforts of the horses were unavailing to 
drag the heavily laden hay wagon, flew to ease the load, 
and triumphed over ite influence when the wagon was 
at last set in motion.” |

HE following communication hes been received, from 
A Isabelle Livingston, of Rialto: 

“[ have read your interesting talks on dietetics and 
matters hygienic with a great deal of pleasure and profit. 
May I propound a few questions regarding certain effects 
of certain foods on different persons? The why and the 
wherefore? 

“First, are not honey, syrups, candy and cake consid- 
erad fattening foods; and pickles, cucumbers, vinegar 
and things of that sort flesh-reducing? Why is it some 
persons can eat the sweets in large quantities and feel no 
bad resulta, while others cannot eat sweets in very small 
quantities without suffering therefrom? I will cite some 
instances: My cousin used to consume several spoonfuls 
of sugar after every meal. She ate a great deal of cake 
and cream candy. She was, very fleshy, and her flesh 
was firm and solid. I, on the other hand, could not have 
indulged in euch a diet for three days without becoming 
ill. My sister, just as fond of sweets, ate lots of candy, 
cake and sugar. I have known her to eat frequently 
nearly half a pound of comb honey, and feel no ill re- 
sults, while I could not take a few drops without becom- 
ing ill. But I could eat half a jar of pickles and enjoy 
them just as much as she enjoyed the honey. My sis- 
ter was always fleshy, while I was always very thin. 
What I'd like to know is why cannot I eat flesh-produc- 
ing food without getting sick? And why do foods that 
I know keep me thin, keep me well? I believe others 
will be interested in these questions. |

for four months while attending school. She had been 
in the eare of a physician. Hed had severe stomach 
trouble.

Cost of Fighting Pests. 


To these direct losses by reason of diminution in the 
volume of crops must be added the amounts expended by 
the farmers themselves in fighting the various pests and 
that expended by the government for the same purpose. 
When everything is taken into consideration, it is clear 
that the damage done by all kinds of injurious insects in 
the course of a year is at least $750,000,000. In most 
cases, of course, interests other than these of the growors 
are affected. Millers of wheat lose, of course, if the crop 
is short and they cannot run on full time, and the clos 
ing of cotton mills on more than one occasion in the past 
has been due to high prices resulting in part from the 
operations of the boll weevil and other pests. 

The public. as a whole, is also affected, as in 
such cases it is compelled to pay more for the manufac- 
tured prodyct, such as flour and cotton goods. The gov- 
ernment spends thousands of dollars each year in con- 
ducting campaigns against various pests, and in some 
cases, notably that of the boll weevil, special appropri- 
ations of large sums have been made by Congress. 


Summing up the Losses. 
The experts of the Department of Agriculture make 


the following recapitulation of the minimum annual 
damage caused by the fourteen most dangerous pests: 


Grasshopper ............ . 60,000,000 
Corn root worm .......... 20,000,900 
Potato bug . - 8,000,000

Cab Centenary. 


ANCESTRY OF LONDON VEHICLEs, 
FROM WHICH ComME OvRs. 


Henry C. Moore in London Leader. 
HREE hundred and fifty years ago the Londoner 


be discovered riding 
as an effeminate creature. 

But towards the end of the sixteenth century several 
men of wealth began to ride openly and unashamed in 
their coaches, thereby arousing the indignation of the 
people and causing an attempt to be made to suppress 
by act of Parliament the degenerate practice. 

A few years later the practice was no longer consid- 
ered disgraceful, and nearly everyone who could afford 
to do so took advantage of the change in public opinion. 
Then, in the course of a few years, hackney coaches were 
established for the benefit of the middle classes, and, in 
spite of aristocratic diepleasure and heavy taxes, in- 
creased in number and remained the popular public ve- 
hicle until the beginning of the nineteenth century, when 
Londoners began to complain that they were antiquated 
vehicles. 

The Coffin Cabs. . 


Some suggested that the Parisian cabriolet de place, 
similar in appearance to the modern gig, should be in- 
troduced, and in 1805 Mr. Rotch, M.P., and his partner, 
Mr. Bradshaw, obtained licenses for nine of these cabrio- 
lets, on condition that they never enter the populous 
area known as “within the bills of mortality.” ; 

It is not surprising that these cabriolets, being de- 
barred from entering the districts where they were most 
needed, were not very remunerative. But they were suf-

The proprietors of “coffin cabs” were well pleased at 
the failure of the “back-door cabs,” but they were not 
long free from opposition. As early as 1835 Mr. Joseph 
Aloysius Hansom, architect and journalist, placed upon 
the streets e new cab of his own invention. : 

“A hansom cab—’tis the gondola of London,” wrote 
Lord Beaconsfield, but there was nothing of gondola 
grace or motion about Hansom's first cab, which was a 
big, heavy, almost square box, with wheels seven feet six 
inches in height. The two doors were at the front, the 
the driver’s seat being just above them on the roof. 

The unsuitability of this lumbering vehicle for the Lon- 
don streets having been quickly recognized, Hansom re- 
@uced the size of the wheels, made the body less cum- 
bersome, and produced a cab which so pleased several 
business men that they formed a company to purchase 
his rights. The price agreed was £10,000, but as the 
cab proved when put to work to be far from perfect the 
company refused to pay the purchase money. 

Hansom wes certainly unfortunate in not receiving a 
penny for his invention. But posterity has been kind in 
giving him credit for inventing a cab which was far 
superior to his vehicle. ° | 

The honor belongs to Mr. John Chapman, the proprie- 
tor of the Great Indian Peninsula Railway, who in De- 


ment on Hansom’s. The driver’s seat was at the back, 
the sliding window was introduced, and a cranked axle 
passing under the body of the cab was adopted in place 
of the pair of short axles used by Hansom. 


A Humble Servant. > 


This cab was practically the hansom of today, the only 
important alteration since made being the introduction 
of the straight axle, which necessitated the cutting away 
of the body of the cab beneath the passenger's seat. 

So far all the London cabs were two-wheelers, but long 
tefore Chapman’s had ceased-to be a novelty the General 
Cabriolet Conveyance Company placed on the streets the 
first four-wheeled cab. [t was licensed to carry three 
passengers, two inside and one on the box seat. This 
vehicle, known as “the covered cab,” was, in the course

ACCIDENTAL DEATH. 
Inquest on Death of Jules Rambaud 
Exonerates Ali Known Persons 
from Blame. 


The Coroner's inquest in the case of 
Jules Rambaud, who was found in a 
mutilated condition on’ the tracks of 
the Southern Pacific Railroad Tuesday 
night, and who later died fro his in- 
juries, was held yesterday morning at 
the morgue of Pierce Brothers. , 

The only witnesses examined were M. 
T. Boller, special officer of the rail- 
road, and Detectives Smith and Dixon, 
who had charge of the investigation. 

Smith testified that he had talked 
with the deceased before his death, 
through the medium of an interpreter, 
and that he said that shortly before he 
was found mutilated by the train he 
had been at the rooms of a F 
woman and had $160 when he left there, 
and that three Menicang had got hold 
of him. 

“When taken to the Receiving Hos- 
pital he had but about 82 on his per- 
son, and his watch and part of the 
chain were missing. 

Detective Dixon told the same story 
and the rail detective knew noth- 
ing beyond the finding of the body on 
the tracks, and a verdict was rendered 
that the man came to his death 
through accidental causes and exo 
erated anybody from blame. 

There was some criticism of the 
Coroner because the French woman, 
Adele Benoit, and some other witnesses 
who might have been found, were not 
summoned, but it is extremely doubt- 
ful if these have thrown any 
light upon the-death of the unfortunate 
Frenchman.
